SUGGESTIVE FACTS. 


It is vrortli noticing (bat while businesain 


tho Kfitt is dejireKseil, Califoroia is enjoying 
a high degree of prosperity. 
The panic- 


which swept over the rest of the nation like 
n hurricane created hardly a stir in tho mild 
California air. 
Business is remarkably good 


and lucrative. 
Tho grain crop tho present 


season is large and could load seven hundred 
vessels where thcro are three hundred at 
command. 
The gold mines, now worked by 


machinery and by systematic processes,have 
boen unusually productive. 
The wine vint- 


age is larger and better than ever. 
The 


trade in cattle is profitable, and her enter- 
prising people are eiplrirnenting in the cul- 
tivation of ligs and tea. 
And it is worthy of 


notice that California has no paper currency 
to speiik of. 
Her transactions (ire in gold, 


which she finds sufficiently abundant and 
convenient for all practical business pur- 
poses. 


The most prosperous Southern ctato to- 


day is Texas. 
Her debt is smaller, her tal- 


es arc lighter, her trade is larger and more 
lucrative than her sisters on tho gulf. _ There 
is a steady stream or white emigration to 
her borders from the other Southern states, 
and her lands have appreciated in yaltie, al- 
most as much as those in Mississippi and 
Alabama have fallen. 
Texas escaped the 


e^'il effects of tho recent panic,which proved 
so destructive to other sections of the nnion. 
And it is a noteworthy fact that sho has no 
paper currency to speak of. 
Moat- of her 


business is transacted on a basis of' gold. 
Canada, too, directly by our side, was not 
affected by onr panic in the least. It stopped 
at the boundary, where paper currency is 
the parent of panics, and though it stimu- 
lates speculation is unfavorable to solid and 
permanent prosperity. 
A currency based 


on gold and kept at par is the only one that 
will insure continuous prosperity or that is 
safe. It is a good time to ponder this before 
tho Congressional slate is made up.—[New 
York Graphic. 


BLOODY MILK. 


To understand tho causo of tho produc- 


tion of bloody milk one should understand 
something of the process of lactation. This 
process of lactation is intimately connected 
with the circulation of the blood. 
The nu- 


trition of the fibres,of which the muscle con- 
sists, and the supply of the secretory glands 
arc furnished by the very minute capillary 
vessels which exist between the terminat- 
tirjg vessels of tho arteries and those of the 
veins. Between these ultimate parts of the 
arteries and veins, and connecting them to- 
getherj' are myriads of these capillaries in n 
net work of the most complicated character, 
so closely interwoven that tho point of 
tho finest needle cannot be made to pene- 
trate the interstices between them. Through 
these minute 
vessels all the blood of the 


animal pusses. 
If, as is supposed, tho milk 


is .1 secretion from tho blood, it is appro- 
priated from tlipso vessels by the secreting 
cells of the 
milk gland;!. 
Each of theso 


glads consist 
of innumerable 
secreting 


cells grouped together iu lobes or rounded 
masses. 
From each of theso minute cells, 


which arc about 1-L'OO of an inch in diameter 
equally minute ducts with blind extremities 
(that is, terminated like a cul-de-sac with a 
determined wall) commence and run into 
each other, constituting a series of canals, 
which, in their turn run together, forming 
, 


at each conjunction larger ducts. Theso 
ducts join again and again, 
until capa- 


cious ducts or 
reservoirs are 
formed, 


which 
in 
the 
cow 
are 
each 
large 


enough 
to 
hold 
a 
quart 
of 
milk. 


One 
of 
these 
reservoirs 
Is situated 


above o.ich tent, tlin teat being its discharg- 
ing orifice. 
Thus the udder is composed of 


four ylands, each being distinct and separate 
in its functions from the other. Each gland 
consists of ducts which branch and dividere- 
poatedly until there aro innumerable minute 
canals, each ending 
in a secreting cell. 


Each secreting cell is 
supplied 
by 
the 


capiiliaries through which tho blood flows 
in a constant stream. 
This 
system of 


capillaries, secreting and lactiferous ducts is 
of tlio most delicate character. Such a sys- 
tem subjected 
lo 
irregular 
conditions, 


whether by reason or accelerated circula- 
tion, local irritation or nccidenfal injury to 
theso extremely delicato |parts, or by undue 
excitement by prca^ro or weight of a co- 
pious Kccrotkn of milk is readily thrown, 
from its balance and eitlrer blood passes in- 
to the secretory apparatus or tho coloring 
matter of the blood (the red corpuscles or 
homatosin) is secreted along with thoj milk 
in a nortion of one or more of tho glands, 
and thus tho whole of tho milk is discolored. 
Frequently tho milk from ono teat only is 
affected, and this may occur from a very 
email portion, of tho secretory apparatus and 
bo due to a very insignificant lesson or in- 
jury. 


The treatment should depend wholly upon 


the nature of tho case. 
If tho condition of 


tho animal indicates fever, tho udder being 
hard, hot and swollen, and tho milk clotty 
and ragged, as well as bloody, the disease 
may bo considered as mammitos or garget, 
and treated accordingly. 
A pound of epsom 


salts may bo given in n quart of sweetened 
water or linseed gruel slightly warmed. Tho 
milk should bo drawn frequently by means 
of a milk tube, and a weak solution of car- 
bonato of soda may bo injected by means of 
a glass syringe. 
If tho udder is very much 


inflamed it may bo poulticed with « brsn 
poultice with two drams of extract of b»llft- 
donna in it. 
A doso of two drams of iodido 


of potassium in n pint of oatmeal gruel, 
morning and evening, has also boon given 
with benefit. 
It will, however, bo advisable 


in cases, wboro tho animal is of sufficient 
value- to have, tho advice of a veterinary 
sur- 


geon as to tho 
CKiirso of trcftlment to. bo 


chosen. 
If the milk, c-xcopt aa to its color, 


Is of its usual character and flows easily, »nd 
thcro is no apparent heat or i:il!amation in 
any part of tho uildor, tho trouble may ne 
duo to irregular circulation, and the hMj 
wmMly will bo found in aconite.

THE COTTON MANUFACTUKE. 


Ve have already recorded tho action of the 


cotton, manufacturers at their meeting iu 
liis city on Wednesday, including tho pas- 
aag« of a resolution calling for a reduction 
of the production of tho cotton mills of New 
England nt least ono third until tho proper 
iroportion between the cost of production 
ind tho market value of goods shall have 
joen reestablished, and the true relation bo- 
,weou supply and demand adjusted. 
This 


s simply a sagacious provision to arrest tho 
present downward tendency of prices, which 
havo already reached a point at which man- 
ufacturing operations cannot bo carried on 
with profit. Au overptocked market brings 
its penalty in forced sales, which demoralize 
tho market and ruin manufacturers. 
From 


whatever cause it happens that demand for 
the products of any particular branch of in- 
dustry Blackens temporarily, a prudent poli- 
cy demands that production should ho los- 
saned in as nearly as possible the same pro- 
portion. 
Only as supply and demand are 


made to keep paco with each other can wo 
hope for a stablo aud healthy- market- 


That this check in production has come 


none too sOon is apparent from tho statistics 
of cotton manufacture, which we find intel- 
ligently presented in the New York Bulle- 
tin. There has been for some months past 
a steady decline in the prices of domestic 
cotton goods; and this fall in price, al- 
though not universal, amounts on tho aver- 
ago to about 10 per cent, since the 1st of 
last January. The price of tho raw mate- 
rial, however, stands now very near whore it 
stood at the beginning of the year; nor have 
wo any evidence that there has been 'any 
material diminution in the quantity of goods 
manufactured. 
While wo had at tho be- 


ginning of 1873, 8,350,000 spindles, a care- 
ful survey of statistics shows that this num- 
ber had been increased, on the 1st of July, 
of the present year, to 9,415,000— an in- 
crease in the spinning capacity of lli£ per 
cent, in eighteen mouths. The consump- 
tion of cotton by tho northern mills during 
the year ending August 31, 1871, was 1,222,- 
000 bales, as compared with 1,251,000 bales 
tho year previous. Tho consumption of 
cotton during tho year just closed, which 
wo may set down as distinctively the panic 
year, was therefore, only 2£ per cent. less 
than that for the year preceding, and a com- 
parison of tho figures with those for the 
year 1871-2, shows that it was 5 percent, in 
excess of the consumption for that year. 


Those statistics show that the cost of 


tho raw material remains where it was, 
and that tho quantity consumed is very 
nearly tho same as last year; that tho spin- 
ning capacity has been largely increased; 
and that the usual supply of goods, manu- 
factured at the usual cost havo fallen on a 
dull market and intensified tho depression 
naturally 
consequent 
on a 
diminished 


demand. This being tho position of affairs, 
it is evident that tho only judicious courso 
open to tho manuf ac tutors is precisely that 
which was marked out at tho mooting on 
Wednesday — to curtail supply until tb.6 
goods now in tho hands of tho manufacturers, 
their agents and tho jobbers, are disposed 
of, and a strengthening demand exerts its 
natural stimulus. This courso ought not to 
bo construed as arguing a commercial de- 
pression or a gloomy business outlook; it is 
tho ouo courso, on tho contrary, which is

inevitably be the heart-wrung utterances of 
supreme love. Strange is it indeed that 
persons not otherwise devoid of tender and 
reverent 
feeling, 
when caught by the 


passion for this sorcery, permit themselves 
and tho company they may happen to join 
to find the entertainment of an evening in 
practice so revolting. Shall wo give to it 
thennino which it deserves, nnd sny that the 
tic.t of evoking tho dead in such a manner, 
and for such a purpose, is sacrilege?—[Corn- 
hill Magazine.
